Wasnmerton, January 22.—Jay Gould haa been 
quite busy at Washington within the last month. 
He has unloaded in this town a very large amount

| Blished through the mysterious distribution of 
points. The Senate Judiciary Committee has had 


under consideration for sometime a bili for the 
funding of the debt of the Union Pacific 
Railroad to the Government. It was 
proposed to put this fund in the form of a sixty 
years’ bond bearing a low rate of interest. It has 
been generally uoderstood in Washington that the 
action of the committee would be favorable to the 
bill. At any rate so-called points about the com- 
mittee'’s action have been 
SECRETLY DISTRIBUTED 
throughout all the official ranks of Washington 
life. Serators, members, department officials and 
even clerks have been buying Union Pacific in antic: 
tpation of the great rise that is to 
foBow the report of the Senate Committee 
in favor of the bill. Most all of the 
speculative members of the House are loaded down 
with Union Pacific stock. Mr. Gould kindly lets 
them all have all the stock they want. He does not 
himself seem to care abo ut holding on for the rise 
which is promised after the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee has reported. The chances are that all of 
these speculators will lose their money. Members 
and Senators are continually caught in the traps 
of New York speculators. It has been the fate 
of Members and Senators who speculate to be 
misled by the action of the committees. It is very 
rare that a favorable report from a committee ad 
vances the market valye of securities. The reason 
of this is that the information of what is to be done 
is always discounted. Sharp manipulators of 
stocks in New York never have any troubie in find- 
ing out, through their numerous agents here, what 
is going to be done.

of a foreign foe. The Soudan belongs to them, 
and not to the English. Their ancestors were 
masters of that vast territory before Ceesar sect 
foot in Britain. They have never abandoned 
it, never sold it, never yielded an inch of that, 
to them, sacred soil, except under temporary 
compulsion; and a hundred victories like 
that of last Saturday will buy! for 
England only so much of the Soudan as is cov- 
ered by her troops and reached by her artillery.

The Proposed New Libel Law—A Disposi- 
tion to Modify the Johnson Gambling 
yaw—Loring’s Bill for a Provisional 
Jodge of the St. Louis Criminal Court.

Jerrenson Crry, January 21.—The great degree 
of uncertainty which characterizes the present law 
gs to libel, both in its civil and its criminal aspect, 
las been the occasion of much annoyance to courts, 
wyers and newspapers. The interpretations giv- 
en by the various courts of the laws as they stand 
gre so varied that no newspaper feels safe in print- 
gall of the news of the day,and no lawyer feels 
ye in giving advice on either side 
any stated case. In order to 
mark the line between news and libel, and 

the line that separates the damage shark or barra- 
tor and the victim of newspaper wantonness, a 
gentleman of large, legal experience and acknow!l- 
eiged ability bas drawn up a bill which isa revis- 
on of the entire law of libel, and is very explicit in 
ai! of its provisions. Inasmuch as the bill will have 
a very large degree of interest for all publishers, 
as well as a general interest for all newspaper 
is here 


given in advance of its introduction. 


The first section defines libel as being the malic- 
jous defamation of a person, made public by any 
printing, writing, sign, picture, representation or 
effigy tending to provoke him to wrath or expose 
him to public hatred, contempt or ridicule, or to 
deprive him of the benefits of public confidéuce and 
social intercourse, or any malicious defa 
ynade public as aforesaid, designed to blacken and 
vilify the memory of one who is dead, and tending 
4% seandalize or provoke his surviving relations 
and friends. The section provides that 
such printing or writing is not a libel unless delivered, 
sold or read to one or more persons, or to the party 
libeled, or else posted in some public place. The 
neXt section provides that a proof that the injurious 
statement was true shall be a perfect defense in a 
vil suit, provided the motive of publication was to 
wrve some purpose or justifiable end. The

he no responsibility, either civil or criminal, for a 
fair report of anything said in the course of a judi- 
cal or legislative proceeding or the proceedings of 
any deliberative body or public meeting heid for a 
jawfui purpose, but this exemption shall not apply 
to headlines or to accounts of things said or duve 
which were not properly a part ot such proceed- 
ings, nor shall it apply to depositions or petitions, 
or affidavits until the same have been read in court 
or in some such body as above referred to. Nor 
shall this immunity from responsibility be enjoyed 
m case the pubiisher or editor refuse to publish sub- 
sequently a correction of the injurious statement 
when requested by the injured party soto do.

MONSTERS OF THE DEEP. 


A Big School of Whales Caught Off 
Long Island.

The Rare Sport Enjoyed by the Denizens of 
Amaegansett, I. I.—Battling With a Big 


Whale--A Chase Lasting All Day and All 
Night.

By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatci: 

AmaGansetr, L. L. January 22,—Every old resi- 
dent of this part of Long Island is an old whaler, 
and every young man longs for the proud moment 
when he shall drive his iron into the blubber-of his 
first whale. A school of nine was sighted a week 


ego, and one was captured on the 
same day by a crew from this place. 
It sank when killed and drifted twenty 


miles down the coast, and was finally washed ashore 
off Shinnecock Poiut, on Saturday. Ever since 
then the men who killed it have been busy with 
their friends 

CARTING THE BLUBBER 
back to this village, and drying it out. Tuesday 
afternoon they were at work on the shore, when a 


miles off the shore, shining in the sun and forging 


slowly ahead, moved by the lazy flopping 
of a gigantic tall. Blubber and fry pots 
were deserted, and in ten minutes the three 


boats of the village were cutting the water in hot 


— Five men were pulling at the oars in each 
t with a sixth as captain, or 
boat leader, standing in the stern 


steering and watching the monster's move- 
ments. Haifa mite of hard rowing brought the 
boats to the point of the bar, and as they puiled it 
into the open ocean they saw the three whaling 
boats from East Hampton come dancin: over the 
waves. The whale at this time became suspicious aud 
dived out of sight. Then all the whale- 
men separated, each boat pulling toward 
the spot where its captain thought the whale most 
likely to appear. At sundown the whale still bad 
the best of it. He had been up and down innumer- 
able times, and succeeded in 
THROWING OFF THE TRACK 

all but one of his pursuers. One of the Amagvan- 
sett ds was still with him, and was watching 
closely every one of his movements. Old Joshua 
Edwards, the oracle of whales, was in command. 
He seemed to know just what the whale’s inten- 
tions were, and just as the 
sun set he succeeded in fooling 
it. He had all along carefully avoided crossing the 
whale's track, use, he said, whales can feel a boat 
crossing their track. Ali the other boats being well 
in the rear, the big monster stopped tobreathe and 
take it easy. Captain Edwards motioned to his 
men to make but little noise. The unsuspecting 
whale lay stillon the water until the bow of the 
boat was within fifteen feet of his side. Then the 
Captain motioned to his men again. They stopped 
rowing and George Smitb, laying aside his oar, 
stood up in the bow of the boat and hurled a har- 
poon deep down into the whale’s back. Then it was 

“STERN ALL” 

for their lives. The men backed water as hard as 
they could from the dangerous vicinity, but the 
whale went off like a shot. lashing the water with 
his tail and dragging the boat after him at railroad 
speed. After the first burst of fury he sank, and 
fathom after fathom of the bow line attached to 
the harpoon was paid out. Ina few minutes he 
ruse again and tore through the waves once more. 
Captain Edwards had taken his position in the bow 
of the boat, and held a hatchet in one hand ready 
to severe the rope in case of necessity 
and in the other a long, keen lance, eagerly watch. 
ing for an opportunity to plunge it into a vital spot. 
But the w was a whopper, fifty feet long, and 
his power of endurance seemed inexhaustible. In 
a short time the boat was dragged eight miles out 
to sea with a long crimson wake stretching far 
behind it. The other boats were doing their best to 
catch up with the chase, but in vain. Occasilonaliy, 
the stricken monster would lie motioniess 
om the water and the men in the boat 
endeavored to approach him by drawing themselves 
up hand over hand, but this strain on the harpoon 
— spurred him to renewed struggles and 

e would start away again. He had been lanced a 
dazen times before six o’clock, but the constant 
lashing of his terrible tail kept the men at a dis- 
tance, and the wounds were not deep. At last,

The whale sank at 
once, but soon came up spouting blood, and in ten 
minutes he rolled over and floated lifeless on the 
water. 

In a sbort time the other two Amagansett boats 
came up. All three boats were fastened, one be- 
hind the other, in tandem style, and the fifteen 


men, guided by

built by their friends on the shore, started to tow 
their prize back. At I o'clock yesterday morning, 
the difficult task was accomplished and the whale 
lay stranded off shore. The work of stripping off 
the blubber and taking out the whalebone was be- 
gun at once and it has been going on ever since. 

ere is great rejoicing in the village, and no jeal- 
ousy among the crews, as each of the eighteen 
Amagansett men will receive an equal share,captains 
and men all faring alike, without any preference 
for those who did the killing. The whaleis valued 
at about 82.000, which makes a little more than 8100 
to reward each man for risking his life.

The Merchants’ Exchange Polled on 
the Proposed Option Law. 


- 


Representative Men Who State That the 
Bill, if Passed, Will be Disastrous in Its 
Results—The Option Business Explained 
—Some Interesting Talks. 


A bill was introduced into the Upper House of the 
State Legislature yesterday prohibiting option 
trading and dealing in future deliveries or sales,and 
making such option trading a misdemeanor punish- 
able with a fine of from $100 to $1,000. 


As conducted at present the —- business is not 
as it 1s generally thought to be, little better than 
gambling. Every trade made, if only for 5,000 
bushels of grain, is done under contract which pro- 
vides for the transfer of the actual material bargain- 
ed for at some definitely stated period. Dealing in 
futuresand options is indulged in all over the 
world, the same system prevailing in Russia as is 
used in the local market on Change, and the adop- 
tion of such a law would cut the State off from 
much commercial communication and relation 
with the other European and 
American markets. A osr-Disraron reporter 
who spoke with several merchants on Change upon 
the subject obtained the following expressions of 
opinion: 
b WEB M SAMUEL, 
who was very much surprised when he heard of 
the bill, said, “I don't think that the gentleman 
who introduced that bill knew anything about the 
nature of an option trade or a transaction in fut- 
ures. Every trade made in grain upon 
this floor for future delivery is done by contract and 
is as strictly legitimate asa purely business bar- 
gain in any line. Trading in futures is as old as this 
country almost, andit would be impossible to con- 
duct commerce without it. Why, bless you, an 
option is merely the space of time witbin which the 
commodity bargained for may be soid or delivered. 
And if it were not for be 
prices which speculation gives to grain 
the farmer would be obliged to await actual sales 
before he would know what he was likely to obtain 
for his wheat or corn, as the case might be, and, 
furthermore, it would then be a ham rey — 
easy matter to form combinatious to break or boom 
the market. which is rendered difficult, in fact, al- 
most impossible, under the existing system. 
But anyway I don't think that legislation can 
deprive us of the rights which we enjoy under the 
Constitutiou to dispose of our property in trade in 
any manner that we may see fit, so long, of course, 
as the trade is legitimate, and option trading is le- 
gitimate. No, sir, I can't see how a law probibiting 
me from selling grain to be delivered next week, 
next month or even next year can be constitu- 
tional. 
D. R. FRANCIS 

said: “Why such a bill is a very foolish one in- 
deed. Thecommerce of this country or of the 
world cannot be carried on without option trading. 
It is absolutely necessary in order to protect large 
dealers, if for no other reason. Now. for instance. I 
have large quantities of wheat sold in Antwerp, 
Amsterdam, Germany, France and Italy, carrvin, 
in all over 1,000,000 bushels of cash grain. Weil, 
you don't suppose for an instant that I would con- 
tinue in that business if I was deprived of the privi- 
lege of protecting myself by selling options against 
it, do you’ Option trading is one of the ways 
which dealers in large quantities of actual stuff 
have of bedamg' tuemselves. It is unt 
versal iu the markets of the world, and it is ridicu- 
lous to speak of such a bill.“ 
J. C. EWALD 
laughed when the bil was mentioned. “Why, the 
adoption of such a bill would be ruinous not only to 
the traders vere upon the floor, but to the farmers 
also,” said Mr. Ewaid. “If you will take the 
trouble to investigate you wil! find that at present 
very nearly all the grain in the country is held by 
speculators. and if they did not protect themselves 
by maintaining a good market price for it 
the farmer would not receive within fifteen or 
twenty cents per bushel of its actual, or rather 
resent, value. Ican remember that some ten or 

teen years ago the entire wheat market was at 
the mercy of the millers. who formed combinations 
whenever it so suited them. and broke the price 
from fifteen to twenty cents a bushel and then sent 
in one of their number to buy up all the 
wheat im sight. Such tactics are rendered 
impossible now simply because option trading al- 
lows the speculators and middiemen to buy or sell 
for future delivery, and to sell options against the 
stock in the market asthe occasion may require. 
Trading in futures is necessary to the preservation 
of our commerce, and it is foolish to talk of abol- 
ishing it. ¢ 

ROLLA BILLINGSLEY 
said: Farmers would not receive within 
20 per cent of the present price. 
for their wheat, if it were not for option trading and 
speculation. Speculation very often creates a de- 
mand and market for grain when otherwise it would 
tali fiat. Besides, all this talk about option trading 
being a species of mbling, is all bosh. Every 
trade consummated is done under contract whic 
provides for the delivery of the grain, and in a ma- 
jority of cases delivery is insisted upon.” 
JEROME HILL, 

president of the Cotton Exchange, expressed him- 
self as follows: The commerce of the world is 
regulated by the customs and commercial laws of 
England. In England a contract for future deliv- 
ery is held sacred, and soit is here and elsewhere. 
Our merchants must conform with the practice, in 
this respect, of other countries, and the State of 
Missouri cannot afford to overlook established 
customs in making its laws. Option trading is
